A 
first child. a daughter, had dicd 
al the age of three weeks. a 
tragedy that seems to sland 
oddly alone „in his }argely 
untroubled progress. 

Since then his rise to the top 
has been relentless. Some years

Blunketı-Blank. a gamc show at 
tıranscçndent banality. 

Throughout ‘he gives 
impression of moving system- 
atically towards a style which 
would allow him sîmply to be 
himself. to be allowed to ad-lib 
and subvert mildiy to his heart's 
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round. Or whût would happen if 


a hole was dug through 10 
Australia and Wogan jumped 
down Il? Il waş popularly 
assumed that he would land 
lightly on his feet on Bondi 
Beach. 

The essence of the Wogan 
stle lies in his ability to 
transform any crisis inlo a 
fragment of witty trivialiiv, 
Nothing that can g&o wrong 
cannot be laughed off. His 
characteristic movement is a 
lighi, athletic skip, contrasting 
ironically with his burly build. 
His 1ypical gag is the thinly- 
vciled put-down. then palliated 
cffortllessly by sclf-deprecation. 
With Wogan in charge the 
pleasure lics in the discovery 
thal he has forgotten 1o put ã 
record on the turntable and 
hearing how he extricales 
himsell. 

Then. of course. there is the 
daily pater with Jimmy Young, 
1he disc jockey whose show 
follows his.

Young enters, stands 
over Wogan's desk and {ries 1o 
run idly through his schedule.

Why have we not seen Gorbachov 
at recent meetings of the Soviet

Is Gorbachov's position in the 
Politburo slipping? Not at all, came 
the reply: Mikhail Sergeevich is 
preparing for London. 

To those who have watched his 
rise. Mikhail Gorbachov is the 
golden boy of Soviet politics. Still 
only 53in a leadership of septuagen- 
arians, Gorbachov was propelled 
inlo the central committee sec- 
retarial in 1978 from Provincial 
Slavropol, and into the Politburo 
itself only iwo years later, with a 
ready-made reputation for style and 
pragmatism. 

Where most Soviet leaders can 
barely muster an evening class 
diploma between them Gorbachov 
has two degrees. one in law (from 
Moscow) and one in ‘agronomy 
(Stavropol). When he went t0 
Canada last year, on his first major 
foray weslwards. Pierre Trudeau and 
his aides found Gorbachov “very 
impressive". Since then Gorbachov 
has consolidated his position as the 
Kremlin's second-in-command, 
standing al President Chermenko's 
clbow and acquiring control over the 


cconomy, ideology, internal ap- 
pointmenis and some aspects of 
forcign affairs.

No place to rent at Christmas time 


From Mr David Winnick, MP for 


The aim of this is cleafly to 
encourage these young 10 stay 
atl home. Our experience is that 
mosl of 1heşe Young peopie leave 
home because of intolerable pres- 
sures within the family and would 
become actually homeless if the 
proposals are implemented. 

EE voluntary agency. working 
with over 2000 young homeless 
people every ycar in central London, 
we are already conscious of the lack 
of acceptable accommodation for 
single people, particularly young 
single people, who wish. as adults, to 
live independently. 

We are quite clear that most of the 
people we sce are not “driflers" or 
“scroungers", The people we sce 
daily have no wish to live in shared 
accommodation in bed-and-break- 
fast hotels which are often exploita- 
tive, overcrowded and uninspected, 
preferring insıead the basic indepen- 
dence of their own home. 

Among the other facilities pro- 
vided hy {he voluntary sector ure 
supportive hostels for those young 
people least able 1o cope with living 
independently. Presently, people 
stay for around six months and are 
ofien paying a charge ‘based on 
DHSS board and lodging limits. A5 
the new proposals do not specifically 
exclude hostels, we musl assume 
they are included, 

The practical effect of this may 
well! be to close these hostels, oflen 
built with capital finance through 
the Department of the Environment 
with the participation of the Home 
Office, London Boroughs Associ- 
ation and the private sector. 

The proposals are based on the 
assumption that people who have 
moved in order 10 seek employmenl 
should be able to find work in two 1o 
four weeks. In the present youth 
employment market, we believe this 
assumption is hopelessly unrealistic, 

Even ir those circumstances 
wherc people will be entitlcd to 
board and lodging payments, the 
suggested levels for ceniral London 
mean that the kind of accommo- 
dation available will at besl be 
squalid and overcrowded, and at 
worst nOn-€XIStent. 


While we accept that there has 
been some exploitation of the 
present regulations, we belicve that 
the sledgehammer approach sug- 
gested will do great damage. 

In our view, the primarv reason 
for the increase in payments for 
board and lodging is the increase in 
homelessness. je Government 
could altack this by a programme of 
investment in housing, and a system 
of licensing and inspecting bed and 
breakfast hotels. It chose instead to 
attack a particularly vulnerable 


' group, to make them even more 


vulnerable. and to undermine the 
funding arrangements of those 
volun agencies already swim- 
ming against the financial tide.

In a brief, which a number of MPS 
have received from the Building 
Employers’ Confederation, we were 
informed that they have estimated 
that. due to further cu1s in 1984-85. 
housing starls in the public sector 
will be down a further [4 per cent 
(lo 38,500). Improvement grants 
will be 17 per cent down on the 
previous year. and there will be a 6 
per cent reduction in the renovation 
lo the public-sector stock. 

Much îs made by ministers over 
the policy of selling council dwell- 
ings to sitting tenants, although. of 
course. no such right in law has been 
extended 1o private tenants. 

As to be expected, .very few flals 
indeed have been sold and, under- 
standably, it has betn the better 
housing stock which tenants have 
been more keen to buy, especially in 
view of the large discount involved. 
Therefore, for the first time, apart 
from the war years, there has been a 
substantial reduction in the rented 
sector and with no atteropt. by the 
Government to ty to ensure that 
1here arè replacements ' for lhe 
dwellings sold. 

` As MPs and councillors know, 
through their surgeries and postbags, 
many families with children in 
muhistorey blocks are desperately 
anxious 10 move lo a rented house, 
and far too many tenants continue
